TWO YEARS HENCE. 

In two years, as many persons hope, we may pos-1 
sibly have peace—that is, always provided we con-1 
tinue to repulse and defeat the invading enemy. The 
Yankee “ democracy ” is certainly rousing itself and 
preparing for-a new struggle (at the ballot-box) in 
the great cause of the “ spoils,” or, as they call it J 
the cause of constitutional liberty. Those Democrats 
are evidently beginning to raise a peace platform for 
their next presidential election ; and if they have the 
good luck to be helped on and sustained by mori 
and more serious disasters of the Yankee army ii 
the field, there is no doubt that the present devourers 
of the said spoils at Washington may soon be so dis¬ 
credited and decried that our enemy’s country would j 
be ripe for such peaceful ballot-box revolution. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that those earnest cham¬ 
pions of constitutional freedom will be helped on 
and sustained in the manner they require—namely, | 
the first and most urgent duty of our countrymen 
to help and sustain that Democratic party. It is 
nothing to us which of their factions may devour] 
their “ spoils ” ; just as little does it signify 
whether they recover or do not re cove r that to us 
tutional liberty which they so wantonly threw away 
H the mad pursuit of Southern conquest and plun- 
r. But it is of the utmost importance to ns to aid 
stimulating disaffection among Yankees against 
their own government, and in demoralizing and dis¬ 
integrating society in that God-abandoned county. 
We can do this only in one way—namely, by thrash¬ 
ing their armies and carrying the war to their own 
firesides. Then, indeed, conscientious constitutional 
principles will hold sway ; peace platforms will look 
attractive; arbitrary arrests will become odious, and 
habeas corpus be quoted at a premium. This is the 
only way we can help them. In this sense, and to 
this extent, those Democrats are truly our allies, and 
e shall endeavor to do our duty by them. 

But they evidently look for other and further help 
1 our hands, and of quite a different sort. No doubt 
they are pleased for the present with the efficient aid 
which the confederate army is affording them. 
Chancellorsville was a Godsend to them ; and the 
tremendous repulse at Po?t Hudson is quite a plank 
in their platform. Yet they understand very well 
that no matter, how soundly their armies may he

THE “ PROGRESSIVE FRIENDS."

'This is the innocent nama of a little coterie of 
Qusker Abolitionists who hold annual meetings m a 
rural district of Pennsylvania, and send reports of 
Progressive' feenTfs'liTwe been progressing for these 
eleven years, and it is curious to note how far they 
have got along. So far as religious progress is con¬ 
cerned, the reports are misty and unsatisfactory. 
There is much talk about the “ welfare of the human 
family,” “ applying the principles of Christianity to 
the affairs of life, “ truth and its hindrances,” and 
the “ true Church.” As all these fine hut inexpres- 
pbrases have been adopted by avowed infidels, 
time out of mind, we are unable to understand what 
the Progressive Friends have progressed to on the 
religious road. One thing only is certain : that they 
have got a long way from the primitive simplicity of 
Quakerism. In worldly affairs, under the teachings of 
Garrison, May, and other apostles of the Anti-Slavery 
Society, they have progressed with seven-league boots. 
From "meek non-resistants they have become the 
most sanguinary and ferocious of men. No speeches 
could be more terrifying to the rebels than their 
speeches ; no resolutions can carry so many thunder¬ 
bolts of annihilation in them as their resolutions. At 
the rate they are progressing in warlike inclination, 
we presume that, should the war last several years 
longer, they will actually be ready to enlist in thearmy, 
and fight with their hands as bravely as they do with 
their tongues and pens. This would be an instance 
of real progress which we sheuld he happy to record 
to their credit. Of course, nobody outside of their 
charmed circle can progress fast enough for them. 
Some people have thought that President Lincoln 
was not backward in his ideas of human ameliora¬ 
tion ; hut he is too slow a coach for the Progressive 
Friends. With a small word of praise for what he 
has done, they now demand of him an immediate 
and unconditional emancipation of all slaves in the 
United States. If he will oblige them in this little 
matter they promise him the enormous boon of their 
moral support. Observe—moral support, not physi¬ 
cal ! There is not the slightest intimation as to the 
conditions upon which they would progress in the di¬ 
rection of the enemy. On that point they are judi¬ 
ciously reticent. There is one thing in which these 
eccentric people claim to have made real progress. 
They commenced by excluding music from their in¬ 
teresting reunions, and they have now attained to 
an altitude of liberal mindedness where they actually 
let in a couple of singers and a fiddle or two. It has 
taken eleven years to reach this point in the career of | 
progressive friendship, or friendly progressiveness, or 
whatever the abstract idea of their association may 
be called. In a reformation of this importance, 
these Friends have progressed slowly but surely. In 
a few years more, it may be, they will be ready to 
introduce comic songs between the addresses of their

.valry raids and negro massacres, that we should 
raise the ^var-cry of “ Blue Bonnets over the Border,” 
so be it. We have struggled long and faithfully to

SPEECH OF MONTGOMERY BLAIR. 

REYIEW. BY WILLIAM LLOYD GARRISON.

On the 17th of June, an immense gathering of the 
loyal people of the Granite. State was held in Con¬ 
cord, to give expression to their sentiments in sup¬ 
port of the government, and in execration of the 
Southern rebellion for the overthrow of the Union. 
It is estimated that at least twenty thousand were 
drawn together from every part of the State, the pro¬ 
cession having been nearly two miles long. Of this 
number, a large portion came expressly to see and 
to hear John C. Fremont, who was announced to be 
among the speakers, but who, to their grievous dis¬ 
appointment (for no public man has such a magnetic 
hold upon the popular feeling as himself), felt com¬ 
pelled to remain at home, in consequence of the dar¬ 
ing rebel raid into Pennsylvania, to be ready at a 
moment’s notice to obey any summons of the govern¬ 
ment, in case his services should be needed. There 
was also a strong ^jesire to hear Gen. Butler, who 

characterized by such wisdom, energy discretion and 
success, and who sees in the utter overthrow of | 
slavery the only path to peace and national unity. 
In this they were gratified, as he was present, and 
made an eloquent and stirring speech. But the prin¬ 
cipal speaker on the occasion was the Hon. Mont¬ 
gomery Blair, the present Postmaster-General of the 
United States. Iustead of making a speech such as 
the day, the occasion, the state of the country, the 
spirit of patriotism demanded, and thus to energize 
and inspire the vast assembly that waited for the 
quickening appeals from his lips, he grossly abused 
*’ a opportunity, insulted the general intelligence and 
„jral feeling of his hearers, indulged in a vulgar 
exhibition of senseless colorphobia, and occupied 
nearly all his time in a tirade against Wendell Phil¬ 
lips (finding in him the counterpart of John C. Cal¬ 
houn !) and the Abolitionists as visionaries, fanatics, 
and fit associates for the rebellious crew under the 
leadership of Jeff. Davis! Think of a member of 
President Lincoln’s Cabinet coming all the way from I 
Washington to New Hampshire, on such a day, to 
deliver such a personal diatribe! W as ever speech 
so ill-timed, in such bad taste, and so utterly un¬ 
called for? The courtesy and forbearance of the 
multitude who gave him audience must have been 
severely taxed, and that he was not hissed down 

as a proof of extraordinary self-control. 

What this official libeller said of men, the latchets 
of whose shoes he is not worthy to loose, and of a 
race who are his equals by birth and immortality, 
may be seen by the extracts we have made from his 
speech, and placed in the proper department on our 
first page. It is discreditable alike to his head and 
heart—marked by a total lack of discrimination and 
disregard for the truth. We propose to substantiate 
this charge by a brief examination of some of its po¬ 
sitions. 

Mr. Blair first speaks of “ two knots of conspiring 
politicians, at opposite ends of the Union, that make 
slavery a fulcrum, on which they would play see¬ 
saw with the government, and willingly break it in 
the middle ”—“ the Calhoun and Wendell Phillips 
Junta!! ” There is a cluster of absurdities about a 
statement like this. In the first place, the Union is 
already dissolved, the “ government broken in the 
middle” (of which fact this sagacious member of 
the Cabinet appears to be oblivious, though the rebel 
army is at this hour thundering at the gates of the 
Capital !),and, therefore, there is no occasion to “ play 
see-saw ” in order to effect what has for more than 
two years been accomplished! In the second place, 
nothing can be more untruthful or more ridiculous 
than to accuse Mr. Phillips and the Abolitionists of 
conspiring politicians.” From the beginning i 
mi nun, theirs has been a philanthropic and reli> 
oious movement, lifted far above all political or party

considerations, divested of all personal ends, requir¬ 
ing constant self-abnegation aud self-sacrifice, and 
seeking, by the dissemination of light and truth,only 
the peaceful emancipation of a fearfully oppressed 
so that the land might find repose, and the 
SSL of the States be based on .liberty and justice 
for all the people. Daniel Webster, in a speech 
made by him at Niblo’s Garden, in New. York, said 
of it—“ It has struck a far deeper chord than that of j 
politics; it has arrested the religious feeling of the 
country ; it has taken strong hold of the consciences 
of men. He is a rash man indeed, little conversant 
with human nature, and especially has he a very 
erroneous estimate of the character of the people ot 
this country, who supposes that a feeling of this kind 
is to be trilled with or despised.” For more than 
twenty years, both Mr. Phillips and the Abolitionists 
with whom he is associated, instead of acting the 
part of “ conspiring politicians,” have disfranchised 
themselves for tlie slave’s sake, and refused to cast 
a ballot stained (in their conviction) with his blood. 
All political parties have, in turn, been criti¬ 
cized and censured by them with unsparing impar¬ 
tiality aud unexampled fidelity. Their only instru¬ 
mentalities have" been speech and the printed page, 
protesting against blood-red crime and heaven-daring 
iniquity; bearing testimony after the manner of 
prophets and apostles, of the martyrs and saviors of 
every age, and being willing to be “ made of no 
utation,” aye, “ counted as the filth of the earth, 
that the oppressed might go free, and the land he 
saved from its terrible curse.

Mr. Blair is enrsed with a vulgar conceit of the 
superiority of race —his race, of course—as if he or 
they were of any more account before God, or in the 
] sublime destiny of a common humanity, than the most 
degraded negro slaves at the South! Hence he ex- 
ultingly assumes that “ our systems of government 
repudiate the idea of equality and fraternityin regard 
to citizenship that tends to produce that amalgama¬ 
tion, personal and political, which would make our 
government one of mongrel races.” How is it that a 
slaveholder, or the son of a slaveholder, in attacking 
| Abolitionists, alway parades his disgust at “ amalga¬ 
mation ” ? Mr. Blair*may be an exceptional case, 
almost as rare as that of a white blackbird—we 
know nothing of his early history or habits—but it is 
defamation to say that, from boyhood to mature 
n ?,, slaveholders are steeped to their lips in licentious 
amalgamation, and revel in uncleanness of the flesh. 
What is their slave system, on the score of purity, 
better than was Sodom or Gomorrah ? Why does 
recognize no marriage, no parental or filial ties, no 
nof a sIave*motEef7 wife or (iaiigider'‘l'i^tse^5(lti'ifaffS 
defence of her chastity, except at the peril of her 
life ? Whence c&me such multitudes of mulattoes— 
slaves with blue eyes, straight hair, and the fairest 
complexion ? “ All slavedom is made up of debauch¬ 
ery with the “ negro wenches ”; and the children thus 
illegitimately begotten are constantly in the slave 
mart, or on the auction-block, for sale to the highest 
bidder, for the pecuniary benefit of their lustful 
fathers, who are never weary in bawling “ Amalga¬ 
mation ! amalgamation ” 1 when denouncing Abo¬ 
litionists, who would put an end to such profligacy 
forever. 

Mr. Blair speaks contemptuously of “ mongrel 
races." Those races constitute but one human race, 
created by the same God, amenable to the same di¬ 
vine fUbunal, under the same eternal law, and en¬ 
dowed with the same immortality. Is diversity of 
complexion or condition a warrant for pride and op¬ 
pression on the one hand, or for abasement and ser¬ 
vitude on the other ? “We that are strong should 
bear the burdens of the weak,” and not make those 
burdens heavier. In the mutations of ages, races 
ascend and descend in the scale of existence—as if to 
pour the infinite contempt of aj»mmon Father upon 
every special assumption of oTO tribe of people to 
superiority over another : 

“ Assyria, Greece, Rome, Carthage, wliat are they ? ” 
And who shall presume to doubt or deny that, in the 
lapse of time, “ Ethiopia shall stretch out her hands 
unto God,” or may yet be the focal point of the 
world’s intelligence, prosperity and glory ? There is 
no distinction of races in Massachusetts—all are equal 
before the laws—her colored citizens are voters, aud 
help to determine who shall be Governor, who Presi¬ 
dent of the United States, and, through him, who 
shall be Postmaster-General! Is Massachusetts there¬ 
by degraded, or misgoverned, or cursed by rival fac¬ 
tions? Or does she not lead the van ? Can her ex¬ 
ample be too widely imitated ? 

It is a ne’w chapter in moral philosophy to make 
original wrong-doing the basis and justification of a 
perpetual ostracism of those “ whose skins are not 
colored lik) our own”! But this Mr. Blair very coolly 
does. “ The white man,” he says, “ has extruded 
the Indian race from dominion ”—meaning by this, 
has hunted it well-nigh to extinction—“ on this con: 
tinent, its native-born aboriginal inheritor. The Afri¬ 
can was introduced on it”—meaning by this, was 
piratically kidnapped and brought here—“ not as its 
owner or to give it law, but to be owned and re- 
' ve law ; and under this aspect ”—meaning by this, 
consequence of this high-handed villany—the 
white man as a conqnerer has accommodated the con¬ 
stitutions of the country to his own condition, that of 
the ruling race.” Mark the subtle phraseology of this 
extract! “ Extruded ”—“ introduced ”—“ accommo¬ 
dated ”! And because of all this cruelty and oppres¬ 
sion, therefore it is right anil proper that the descend¬ 
ants’ of the “ native-born aboriginal inheritors," and 
of the kidnapped children of Africa, should enjoy 
neither liberty nor equal rights on this continent! 

Mr. Blair claims to be in favor of the emancipation 
of the eolored race, but only on condition of their 
ultimate expatriation. True, this is their native land, 
the soil of which has been moistened with their tears, 
and reddened with their blood through generations of 
uncompensated labor, and therefore is theirs by a 
higher title of equity than can be shown by any other 
class; but he cannot tolerate them in a state of free¬ 
dom here, and deduces from that state the most dread¬ 
ful consequences. Now, that the rebellion has made 
their liberation a matter of self-preservation, and there¬ 
fore of overwhelming necessity, on the part of the 
nation, he pronounces it wild and dangerous to think 
of allowing them to remain as a constituent portion of 
the American people. Against their enslavement he 
has never protested—it has given him no uneasiness 
—it has never suggested the incompatibility of “mon¬ 
grel races ” living together, so long as the negroes 
could he deprived of every right, and subjected to 
every outrage. It is their freedom—and with free¬ 
dom, education and mental development and moral 
improvement—that excite his apprehension and rouse 
his enmity, unless they are colonized afar off in some 
foreign country. True, the government is enrolling 
them among its soldiers, and looking to them to act 
a brave and patriotic part to prevent its overthrow ; 
but, after they have poured out their blood like water, 
vindicated their manhood by the most heroic deeds, 
and helped to save the liberties of their native laud 
then—in accordance with the sheme of Mr. Blair— 
they are to be banished therefrom as a measure of 
beneficence and safety ! It i 8 Mr. Montgomery Blair 
who ought to be banished, if anybody !

Capt. Apthorp got a bullet 
through his coat-tail, and one negro received a flesh 
wound in the back of the arm. In the meantime, 
another party went ashore to a plantation house, and 
captured a couple of sabres, one very ancient, with 
some other articles. 

On the following Thursday, early in the morning, 
Col. Montgomery went on an expedition up the Alta- 
maha River, taking with him five companies ot his 
own regiment, eight companies of the Massachusetts 
Fifty-fourth, under Col. Shaw, and a section of thp 
Third Rhode Island artillery, under Gapt. Bray ton m 
the steamers Sentinel, Harriet A Weed and John 
Adams, again conveyed by the Paul Jones. The Senti¬ 
nel got aground, intentionaliagmi the part ot some of 
her officers, as is charged, a® the expedition was 
much delayed ; theo the John Adams ran upon a shoal, 
and finally the gunboat fonnd it impossible, on ac¬ 
count of her length, to pass a short bend in the chan¬ 
nel. By these delays the plantation people had oppor¬ 
tunity to drive all their slaves back into the country, 
so that one object of the trip was lost. A party of 
rebels in rifle-pits, who were holding the .town of Da¬ 
rien, were driven off with shells, the troops landed, 
and the town was burned, all the buildings destroyed 
except some lumber works, supposed to be owned at 
the Noltli, about which was a large quantity ot lum¬ 
ber. The gunboat went no further, but the transports 
kept on, and having got information from a contraband 
that the schooner Pet was lying in a creek, four miles 
above, proceeded there and captured her. She had 55 
bales of cotton on'board, with other merchandise of 
value, Sind was to have run the blockade that night, 
bound for England via Nassau. As the transports ap¬ 
proached the rebels were seen arranging inflammables 
to burn the schooner, and were just about firing them, 
when some shells dispersed them in very short metre, 
and saved the prize. A flat, with twenty-five bales ot 
cofton, was discovered just below, and some extensive 
cotton and other storehouses burned, the contents of 
which could not be removed. The negro who gave 
the information about the schooner had been employed 
in loading her. He waited very demurely till he 
got his pay for the work, and then promptly deserted 
to our side. The next morning the expedition return¬ 
ed to St. Simon’s Island, and Col. Montgomery has 
since paid a visit here, bringing up with him the prize 
schooner. She will be discharged, and will then prob¬ 
ably run as a dispatch boat between here and St. 
Simon’s.

Hon. E. M. Stanton, Secretary of War, Washington 
On behalf of the citizens of Philadelphia and its vicinity, 
the undersigned respectfully request you to issue the- 
proper authorization for immediately raising three 
regiments of Volunteers of colored men, from this part 
of Pennsylvania, for the war. The undersigned are 
happy to be able to state that, in their judgment, such 
action on your part would be gladly welcomed and 
earnestly sustained by a vast majority of their loyal 
fellow-citizens, and that the invitation to volunteer for 
the defence of the Union, would be responded to with 
zeal and alacrity by the colored men of Pennsylvania. 

The undersigned would respectfully suggest that 
should you conclude to issue the instruction which they 
urge, that you order Fort Mifflin, or some other suitable 
place, to be prepared for the reception of the volun¬ 
teers as fast as they may enlist; that none but colored 
non-commissioned officers be allowed to canvass for 
recruits, and that no individual, no clique nor distinct 
set of politicians, be exclusively intrusted with this 
matter. It is the whole people who urge this action, 
and all classes Bhould be charged with its support. 
Finally, the undersigned assure you, that they are 
willing to undertake the collection of whatsoever funds 
may be necessary to defray extraordinary expenses 
for recruiting hot allowed by the government, and in 
every other honorable and disinterested way give their 
hearty efforts towards raising these regiments of 
colored men for the war. 

Leaving the whole question of officering these re¬ 
cruits to you, with no suggestions whatever on that 
head, the undersigned solicit an early decision on this 
memorial.

» CONTRABANDS AT HARRISBURG. 

There are in Harrisburg some eighteen hundred 
contrabands who have fled before the rebel advances 
from Chambersburg to this point. They consist mainly 
of women and children, and are quartered in the Court 
House and other places. Rations of bacon are served 
out to them daily by the authorities. The. men who 
came in have for the most part been put to work on 
the fortifications. 


Washington, June 22.—Senator Sumner is to present

General Orders No. 7. * * H. The General Command¬ 
ing brings to tbe particular notice of the officers of this 
command, that they are engaged, by orders of the 
government, in a special, peculiar and difficult service 
They have been selected as possessing qualities which, 
it is supposed, eminently qualify them for this duty, 
namely : Accurate knowledge of the drill, long ex¬ 
perience in the field, patience, diligence and patriotism. 
They will find the constant exercise of all these qual- 
ties necessary. 

You are brought into contact with a race, who, 
having lived in an abnormal condition all the days of 
their Uves, are now suddenly elevated into being sol¬ 
diers of the United States, fighting against their op¬ 
pressors, as well for their own liberties as for. the in¬ 
tegrity of the Republic. They are to be moulded by 
you into drilled aud well-disciplined troops. You can-, 
not display too much wisdom in your conduct, both as 
regards yourselves and them. Let the law of kindness 
be, your guide. Thus acting, you will soon obtain their 
confidence ; you will then find them docile, impression¬ 
able (one of the highest attributes of a soldier), pos¬ 
sessed of a deep appreciation of kindly treatment, and 
of keen perceptions, which enable them quickly to dis¬ 
cover any flaw iq the conduct of their superiors. 

You have the materials, crude though they now may 
be, but perfectly malleable, to make the best of sol¬ 
diers. It remains with you to say whether such shall 
be the result. Perform your duty conscientiously, 
and our beloved and once happy country will not only 
have a body of soldiers, who will enthusiastically aid her 
iu fighting her battles, but she will also have tbe proud 
satisfaction of knowing that she has, at last, taken a 
practical step towards the elevation of a hitherto de¬ 
graded and oppressed race. ... .. 

111. The General Commanding learns that the ma¬

“ In seeking such action from the President, we 
express no opinion as to the original policy of enrolling 
blacks in our National army, and we repudiate being 
actuated by revenge for injuries threatened by the 
enemy on our troops.
